It leeniD that the now pontage bill, which 


recently pauwd the Houao of Representatives, 
anU which will doubtlem pa«s the Senate, in 
not unite M objectionable as it wui at first re- 
portt'd to be. 
It preicribc* the following 


raten: 


For (Ingle letter*, for any distance by land, 


within the United Stutcg, not exceeding 3,000 
mile*, pontage to remain a» ut present, 3 cents; 
for a greater di«tanee than 30UO inilen, the rates 
are to bo advanced to 10 cent*. Single letters 
iicut under 3,000 inilei, wholly or in part by 
Mi'u, 5 cent*. Foreign letters convoyed wholly 
or in part by sea, and over 3,000 miles, pay 5 
cent*, and if over 5,000 mile*, 10 cents, exct-pt- 
ing where postage tins bottn orehall bo adjusted 
at dillvrunt rated by postal treaty. Double let- 
ters to pay in all ease* double rates. 


The bill also provides that all letters, except 


from foreign countries, passing through the 
mails of the United States, shall bo prepaid iti 
stumps after January, 1855.

An Act further to Protect Ptnonal Liberia. 


It is e»«t*4 By, the Genera] Aueatbly 11 follow* • 


Section 1. No judge of any court of record 


of this state, and no justice of the peace, 
shall hereafter take cognizance or grant a cer- 
tificate in cases that may arise under the third 
section of an act of Congress passed February 
12,1793, and entitled "An act respecting fugi- 
tives from justice, and persona escaping from 
the service of their masters," to any person who 
claims any other person as a fugitive slave with- 
in the jurisdiction of this state. 


Sec. 2. No sheriff, deputy sheriff, coroner, 


constable, jailer, or other officer of this state, 
shall hereafter arrest or detain, or aid in the 
arrest or detention or imprisonment in any jail 
or other building belonging to this state, "or to 
any county, city or town thereof, of any person 
for the reason that he ia claimed as a fugitive 
tlave. 


Sec. 3. Any justice of the peace, sheriff, 


deputy sheriff, coroner, constable or jailer, who 
shall offend against the provisions of this law, 
by in any way directly or indirectly, under the 
power conferred by the third section ofthe act 
of Congrets aforementioned, shall forfeit a sum 
not exceeding five hundred dollars for every 
such otfense, to the use ofthe Stato, or shall be 
subject to imprisonment not exceeding six 
months in the county jail.

A LITTLE CHILD AMONG LUNATICS.—A 


•lay or two ago, a gentleman whose official du- 
ties required him to visit a large asylum near 
this city, devoted to the indigent insane, took 
with him a little boy some three years old, and 
It wits an interesting study to watch the effect 
which the presence of the young visitor pro- 
duced among the lunatics of every grade. An 
unusual degree of quiet and order prevailed in 
every hall, and touching manifestations of the 
softening and subduing Influence of childhood 
were exhibited by those who were generally 
most intractable. This was particularly the 
case with those who had passed the season of 
youth. One man, incurably insane, approach- 
ed the little boy with a countenance for the mo- 
ment, full of gentleness and kindness, and with 
a polite gesture handed him a straw—being all 
he had to give—and showed great satisfaction 
when It was accepted, and borne as if It had 
been of value. Almost all approached and 
sho >k hands with the infant, and so mild was 
their bearing that he did not for a moment hes- 
itate, and although abashed at what was to him 
an unusual crowd, he cheerfully yielded his lit- 
tle hand to their caresses, But the most inter- 
esting scene was in tho women's apartments.— 
They were ready to devour the child with their 
caresses, and yet when they observed.that their 
crowding and volubility annoyed him, instinct- 
ively withdrew a little, and modulated their 
voice* to tones of tenderness, to which many of 
them bad long been strangers. One of the wo- 
men, herself a mother, enquired with tearful 
eye. —" Bear little follow, is hi* mother living ?'' 
An affirmative reply seemed to relieve her ap- 
prehensions, and her expressions of interest as- 
sumed a more cheerful tone. The moat violent, 
closely confined In cells, watched every move- 
ment of the boy with intense Interest, and some 
begged by all the affectipn for their own off- 
spring,—which insanity in its worst form had 
not eradicated—to be permitted to embrace 
him.
